Claim 15 (new): A method according to claim 3 wherein a monomethanesulfonate salt of 4- 
(4-methylpiperazin-1-ylmethyl)-N-[4-methyl-3-(4-pyridin-3-yl)pyrimidin-2-ylamino)p 
benzamide of the formula I is administered. 

Claim 16 (new): A method according to claim 3 wherein 4-(4-methylpiperazin-1-ylmethyl)-N- 
[4-methyl-3-(4-pyridin-3-yl)pyrimidin-2-ylamino)phenyl]-benzamide of the formula I is 
administered within a time period of 12 days before to 12 days after radioimmunotherapy. 

Claim 17 (new): A method according to claim 3 for enhancing the effect of 
radioimmunotherapy in tumors selected from pancreatic tumors, lung cancer, breast cancer, 
epidermoid carcinomas, renal-cell carcinomas, neuroendocrine tumors, gynaecological 
cancer, urological cancer, gastrointestinal cancer, colorectal adenocarcinoma or colon 
cancer, pancreatic adenocarcinoma; glioblastomas, head and/or neck cancer, central 
nervous system cancer, bones tumors, solid pediatric tumors, haematological malignancies, 
AIDS-related cancer, soft-tissue sarcomas, and skin cancer.
